Morton, a tall, 
gaunt, corncob- 
pipe-smoking 
Kentuckian who 
was managing 
editor of the 
Nashville 
(Tenn.) Banner 
was interview- 
ing a prospec- 
tive sports ed- 

itor. 

The hopeful 
applicant began to recite his 
qualifications, only to be inter- 
rupted by the saturnine and pro- 
fanely emphatic Morton. A long 
cane pipe-stem was thrust into 
the apprehensive face of the 
young man and Morton said: 

“Listen, young man, I don’t 
really care whether you can tell 
a baseball bat from a bull fid- 
dle. This blankety-blank Grant- 
land Rice has changed sports 
writing. What I want to know 
is can you write rhymes? If you 
can, you're hired. If you can’t, 
you aren’t.”’ 

The lilting rhymes of the young 
man, not long out of Vanderbilt 
University, had caught on, He 
began his sports column, and 
very often his story of the game, 
with a piece of verse. He had 
a great memory for poetry, and 
he had a feeling for the lyric 
line which was all his own. As 
a young newspaperman in Nash- 
ville he came under the influ- 
ence of John Trotwood Moore, 
novelist and poet of the old 
school. One of Rice’s  best- 
known poems “Only the Game 
Fish Swims Upstream,’’ was ta- 
ken from two lines of one of 
Moore’s pSems written about 
Teddy Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, July 14—The la- 
bor relations of thousands of small 
business concerns were exempted 
from federal control today. : 

The National Labor Relations 
Board, by narrowing its own ju- 
risdiction, put these concerns and 
their employes in a ‘‘no-man’s- 
land,’’ so far as regulation of 
their relationship is concerned.

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Georgia Is Proud 
Of School Progress 


The $109,438,726 budget for Georgia 
schools in the current fiscal year is about 
three times what the state was able to 
allot as recently as 10 years ago. 

It reflects Georgia’s improved eco- 
nomic position as well as its needs. It 
could never have been achieved without 
the general revision of taxes that was 
completed during the present adminis- 
tration. Specifically, the sales tax has 
provided funds for a minimum program 
of education that is far, far better, than 
anything the state has known before. 

Differences within the board about 
limitations on funds to provide super- 
visory personnel are understandable. 
Adequate supervision is within itself a 
measure of economy. At the same time, 
there is room for argument that reduction 
in supervisory costs would make possible 
higher salaries for teachers. A proper 
balance can be reached through studies 
and discussions. 

The new budget represents an increase 
over last year, a phenomenon that has be- 
come habitual. There is little likelihood 
of reversing the trend, either, for many 
years to come. Estimates that school en- 
rollment would increase 79 per cent dur- 
ing the present decade are proving cor- 
rect. More children mean more teachers, 
more equipment, more class rooms, more 
buses and all the other things necessary 
for running the schools. 

Meanwhile, the Georgia Education As- 
sociation has thrown its Adequate Educa- 
tion Program into the present political 
campaign. The various candidates are 
asked to spell out their views about mov- 
ing away from the Minimum Foundation 
Program to one that will be “adequate.” 
The GEA maintains that normal growth 
of the economy and population increases, 
that mean more sales taxes, make it finan- 
cially feasible. 

The organization, basing its estimates 
on careful studies, says that the public 
school system under the MFP formula will 
cost the state at least $144,960,000 in the 
fiscal year 1962-63. An “adequate” pro- 
gram, they estimate, would cost about 
$160,000,000 in the same year. 

However uncertain the status of the 
schools appears today, we can be sure that 
they will continue to cost more than any 
other item of state government for many 
years to come. Georgians want good 
schools and the state’s future is dependent 
upon providing them. The people, are 
proud of the progress made and the part 
they have played in it.

Northwest Freight Yard 
Will Ease City’s Traffic 


Born of a union of railroads, by na- 
ture Atlanta was destined to become the 
transportation center of the Southeast. 

In the more than a century since the 
railroad from the sea tied up at “Ter- 
minus” with the line from Chattanooga 
and Tennessee, new carriers have devel- 
oped in competition with the rails. Today 
Atlanta is served not only by freight and 
passenger trains, but by more than 300 
buses daily and by 75 fixed-route truck 
lines. It is a terminal for 12 major air- 
line routes. But it is still the largest rail- 
road center in the South, served by 15 
main lines of eight railway systems. More 
than 90 passenger trains enter and leave 
the city each day. Freight cars by the 
dozens are loaded here daily to carry 
made-in-Georgia goods to the nation and 
the world. : 

Atlanta’s future remains tied closely 
to the rails. 

That accounts for the great signifi- 
cance of the announcement by the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway of 
tentative plans for a $12,000,000 freight 
yard in northwest Atlanta. The Louis- 
ville & Nashville and the Atlantic Coast 
Line are expected to join in the use of the 
facilities. 

Completion of the project would help 
downtown Atlanta through a reduction in 
the number of switching operations and 
in less cross-town freight traffic. That in 
turn could lead to better utilization of the 
air rights above the tracks and ultimately 
toward the “city of the future.” 

But most of all the announcement 
means that the.N., C. & St. L. officials 
have confidence in the future of their 
business and in the future of Atlanta.

There’s assurance, too, in President 
Eisenhower's announcement that Walter 
Bedell Smith is going to Geneva to speak 
for the United States on affairs in Indo- 
gchina. Secretary of State Dulles had gone 
to Paris to see if American representa- 
tion at Geneva was likely to do more good 
than harm. 

An anxious America waits to see what 
that good can be. 

Secretary Dulles’ Paris trip has pro- 
duced some good results. His refusal to 
go to Geneva probably is because of the 
political situation at home. 


Whatever truce is arranged in Indo- 
china, and one seems about to be ar- 
ranged, will be favorable to the Commu- 
nists. But without U.S. armed interven- 
tion in that country the French position 
is hopeless. They must negotiate an end 
to it or get out. Dulles doesn’t want to 
take the blame. If any of it can be saved, 
that’s the best we can hope for. 

The presence of Bedell Smith at Ge- 
neva will, at least, indicate that the 
United States does not intend to abandon 
the role in foreign affairs that our own 
security demands. It indicates, too, that 
the Western alliance has not completely 
broken down.

The U.S. Moves In 


On Banana Empire 


Hard on the heels of the settlement of 
the war in Guatemala comes the news 
that the United States government has 
filed an antitrust suit against the United 
Fruit Company. 

The company holds a dominant position 
among the world’s banana producers, and 
is a power to be reckoned with in the 
Central American republics. It provided a 
whipping boy for the deposed Arbenz 
government in Guatemala, and a conven- 
ient example of Yankee malpractice for 
anti-United States factions in all of Latin 
America, There were charges during the 
brief war, for instance, that the United 
States was sympathetic with the rebels 
because they were pledged to protect the 
Fruit Company investment in the event 
they were victorious. 

United Fruit may be dominant in the 

banana trade, but it is by no means a 
monopoly. In addition to other companies 
like Standard Fruit, there are hundreds 
of independent planters. Many of these in- 
dependents depend on the big corporations 
for advice and help in times of crisis. 
* $ome antitrust suits brought by the 
govermment in the past would seem to 
have been inspired more by policy than 
evidences of monopolistic practices. 

Regardless of the legal outcome of the 
government’s case, its filing should have 
at least one beneficial effect. It should 
help destroy the propaganda: in Latin 
America that there was a hand-holding 
relationship between big business and big 
government in the Guatemala crisis.

Irrigation’s Story Is as Old 
As the History of Mankind

Since earliest recorded history people everywhere in the world 
who have depended on tilling the soil as a means of sustaining life 
have been confronted with problems occasioned by uneven rainfall 
and recurring periods of drouth and floods. 

Man has always adopted methods and devices to overcome 


deficiences in rainfall 


in order to 


have safficient moisture for 


growing his crops. Abundant proof exists to verify the fact irrigation 


and soil conservation practices 
the birth of Christ. 

The science of irrigation and en- 
gineering seems to have first been 
created in ancient Babylonia which 
was covered by a network of ca- 
nals all skillfully planned and reg- 
ulated. The dense population there 
was said to be due to the elabo- 
rate irrigation of the Babylonian 
plain which had made it the most 
fertile country in the world. 

Thanks to the system of irriga- 
tion, the cultivation of the soil was 
highly advanced in Babylonia. Ac- 
cording to Heroditus wheat com- 
monly returned two hundredfold to 
the sower, and occasionally three 
hundredfold. Sesame (an herb), 
barley, palms and apples were 
other crops produced in abun- 
dance. 

Arabia, Egypt and Persia are 
other lands where irrigation prac- 
tices were extensively employed in 
ancient times. So we see’ irriga- 


tion is not new to mankind, but. 


was employed by farmers from 
earliest recorded history. 

Although topography and _ soil 
types are important, the incidence 
and reliability of rainfall in rela- 
tion to rate of evaporation are key 
factors which set the pattern of ag- 
ricultural land use. . 

In the desert areas of the United 
States, particularly in Arizona and 


were employed centuries before 


California, millions of acres of 
waste desert land have been put 
into a state of highly profitable 
production through irrigation. 

In California irrigation is em- 
ployed to gear the crop variety to 
growing seasons and the incidence 
of moisture requirements of such 
crops. In other words, irrigation is 
scientifically adapted to the grow- 
ing of any particular crop. the 
grower desires to plant. 

Time is near at hand when farm- 
ers in south Georgia will be forced 
to resort to irrigation if crop pro- 
duction is to be kept on a depend- 
able basis. Scant and uneven rain- 
fall three years in a row has awak- 
ened local farmers to the neces- 
sity of some method of controlled 
water supply if they expec’ to can- 
tinue profitable farming activities. 

Berrien County, a heavy produc- 
er of tobacco and of truck crops, 
already has 25 farmers whc utilize 


| their farm ponds for irrigation, as 


well as for fish raising afd stock 
watering. . 

We hope to see a number of Ben 
Hill County’s progressive farmers 
taking the step into irrigation next 
year. It's just not logical to watch 
money crops burn up in the field 
year after year, when an ages-old 
remedy, simplified by modern 
science, is available.

“The plan is not only to take 
over Indochina but to dominate all 
of Southeast Asia. The struggle 
thus carries a grave threat not 
only to Vietnam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia but also to such friendly 
neighboring countries as Thailand, 


Malaya, Burma, Indonesia, the 
-Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand.” 


Once a cease-fire is attained in 
Indochina, the military stalemate 
there will resemble the one in Ko- 
rea, but the free world will wait 
now to see if there is any sincere 
desire by the Communists to set 
up such a line at all and end the 
aggression, or whether for a while 
it will merely relieve the Commu- 
nists’ mischief-making strategists 
from duties in Southeast Asia and 
turn all such energies toward fo- 
menting more trouble in Tunis and 
Morocco.

Certainly the Democratic Party leaders expect to control both 


houses in the next Congress as 
a result of the coming elections, 
so in reality they are advocating 


changes for the conduct of com-e 


mittees to be presided over by 
Democrats in both houses. In 
other words, the new rules are 
to be applied te Democratic 
chairmen and committees next 
time, so the spectacle of self- 
restraint which is being pre- 
sented to the country is one that 
needs examination. For the pro- 
posals will prove meaningless 
when the Democrats start in- 
vestigating. the Eisenhower re- 
gime, which they may be. ex- 
pected to do if they get control 
next time. It will be too good a 
political opportunity to pass up. 

It is assumed that to protect 
an individual from being smeared 
all that is necessary is to adopt 
a rule applying to the conduct of 
a congressional committee. The 
citizen is presumably to be given 
an opportunity hereafter to be 
notified ahead of time about the 
charges against him in a com- 
mittee, and he is to be permit- 
ted—according to some of the 
pious plans—to cross-examine those 
who make the charges. 

But what of the United States 
senator who gets up on the floor 
of the Senate and calls a citizen 
a “‘liar’’ and smears an official 
in the executive branch of the 
government? No citizen can have 
the privilege of the floor to an- 
swer back. There is no rule that 


can tie the tongue of an irre 
sponsible congressman. 

Every member of the House 
and Senate enjoys a legal im- 
munity from restraint on what he 
Says about the citizen. No libel 
law can. reach any senator or 
representative unless he mdkes 
his damaging utterances away 
from the floor, and he is privi-~ 
leged to repeat anything he has 
already said in Congress or be- 
fore a committee. 

So those persons who think 
some kind of reform is being 
sponsored by those Republican 
or Democratic members of Con- 
gress who have talked about a sub- 
stantial revision of the rules are 
ebing misled. 


Another illusion rather wide- 
spread is that the congressional 
committee has no legitimate rea- 
son for existence except to gather 
information for legislative pur- 
poses and that to expose indivi- 
duals who are guilty of wrong- 
doing not yet covered by any 
law is somehow only an ex- 
ecutive function. The congres- 
sional committee is the only ve- 
hicle through which they can be 
exposed before their fellow men. 

Graft and corruption in the ex- 
ecutive agencies can easily be 
concealed if committees of Con- 
gress are not given full informa- 
tion by employes interested pri- 
marily in the public welfare.

WASHINGTON, July 14—Atty. 
Gen. Brownell asked Congress to- 
day to bar all former federal em- 
ployes from ever representing 
private interests in any matter in 


while in government service. 


The legislation would broaden 
and tighten existing conflict-of- 
interest statutes. It would bring 
within the scope of these laws 
government agencies and activi- 
ties not now included and would 
apply to all persons who leave 
federal jobs. 


“SWITCHING SIDES” 
“Switching sides’’ would be fl- 
legal at all times and under all 
conditions and the penalty for 
doing so would be increased. 
Present law forbids a former 
government employe from han- 
dling in private life for a period 


of two years any matter he) 
dealt with as a government em- 
ploye. The penalty for violation | 
is a year in prison or a $10,000 
fine, or both, 

Brownell’s proposal would re- 
move the two-year limitation and 
increase the prison penalty to’ 
two years. The $10,000 fine pro 
vision would remain unchanged. 


CLAIM FOR MONEY 


A federal judge ruled in a re- 
eent case that existing law ap- 
plies only in proceedings that 
involve a claim against the 
United States for money or prop- 
erty. Brownell proposed that the 
law be made to apply to proceed- 
ings that involve regulation by a 
government agency. 

“It is plainly true,’”’ Brownell 
wrote in a letter to Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and House Speaker 
Martin ‘‘that the most anager 
tant governmental proceedings | 
involve no claim for money. or| 
property asserted by or against 
the United States. Almost the|

Thompson asked for and re- 
ceived an affirmative nod from 
the state party leader when he 
told the crowd that he started the 
present state school building pro- 
gram during his term as acting 
governor. 

Following up his discussion of 
the state’s economic outlook at 
Ellijay Tuesday, the candidate 
told this west central Georgia 
crowd that he is in favor of ex- 
panding the State Department of 
Commerce in an effort to bring 
more industries to the state’s 
small towns and rural communi- 
ties. 

GOAL AS GOVERNOR 

“It will be my goal as gov- 
ernor,”’ he said, ‘‘to help estab- 
lish one new industry in each 
Georgia county for each year 
during my administration.” 

A shift in population resulting 
from mechanization in agricul- 
ture caused 96 Georgia counties 
to lose population between 1940 
and 1950, he stated. 

“It would be much better for 
Georgia,’’ he maintained, ‘‘to 
bring suitable industry to rural 
communities -than to have cit- 
izens leave their homes and go 
into larger cities either within the 
state, or much worse, outside the 
state.”’ 

Thompson repeated his position 
which he said calls for ‘‘ade- 
quately financed, separate, state- 
supported schools.’’ 

He said he will oppose any at- 
tempt to mix the races in the 
schools but that the state must 
meet its responsibilities to its 
Negro citizens.‘‘by giving them 
equal educational opportunities.”’ 
“AFFIRMATIVE POLICY” 


The candidate continued what 
he called ‘“‘my affirmative cam- 
paign policy,” referring only 
briefly to ‘‘unwarranted attacks”’ 
by his opponents. 

He said he favors retaining 
the county unit system, hiking 
old-age, welfare and workmen's 
compensation benefits, preserv- 
ing the integrity of the state 
merit system and legislation en- 
abling Georgians to buy auto li- 
cense plates at county court- 
houses. 

He said this program of ex- 
panded state services can be fi- 
nanced without additional taxes. 
“I will veto any new tax bills 
when I am governor,” he declared. 

Thompson reiterated his oppo- 
sition to toll roads but he is for 
an expansion of the state’s ‘‘free’’ 
road system.

(The former standards for 
stores were $500,000 a year direct 
purchases or $1,000,000 indirect 
purchases, or $25,000 a year sales 
made outside the state.)

Form Plan 


On Bonn 


WASHINGTON, July 14 P—The 
United States and Britain have 
agreed on a plan to grant sov- 
ereignty to Western Germany— 
but delay German rearmament— 
if France fails to ratfy the Euro- 
pean Army Treaty by fall, it was 
disclosed today. 

The plan was outlined by Sec- 
retary of State Dulles in a July i2 | 
letter to Chairman Robert B., 
Chiperfield (R-Ill) of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. A| 
similar Jetter went to Chairman | 
Alexander Wiley (R-Wis) of the | 
Senate Foreign Relations Com.- | 
mittee. 

Dulles said the long-delayed 
question of German sovereignty 
was discussed at the recent talks 
here between President Eisen- 
- hower and British Prime Minis- 
ter Sir Winston Churchill, and at | 
subsequent talks in London. 

He said this country and Brit- | 
ain agreed that if the French Par- | 
liament adjourns this summer | 
without approving the European | 
army, France should be asked to! 
join the United States, Britain and | 
West Germany in approving Ger-| 
man sovereignty. The sovereign- | 
ty Issue now is tied to the Euro-| 
pean Army Treaty.

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Facts That Should Be Known As to Why the 
Construction Workers Are Not Earning the 
Livelihood That Is Available to Them On 
Construction Jobs Which Are Shut Down in 
Atlanta and North Georgia Area: 


For sixty days prior to June 30, the expiration of certain wage contracts, the 
construction industry in the Atlanta Area has offered to renew all contracts at 
present wages, which are as follows:

Plumbers and Steamfitters.............!$2.90 $116.00 Doubletime 
plus 71% cents per hour Health and Welfare. 
Asbestos Worker ......... epebeded tei 2.75 110.00 Time and one-half 
Structural Ironworker ................++ 2.75 110.00 Time and one-half 
Crane and Shovel Operators............. 2.75 110.00 Time and one-half 
Cement Fimishers .....ccccccscccccscesee sae 98.00 Time and one-half 
Construction Laborer ............++++++ 128 51.20 Time and one-half 


Contractors based their request for renewal of contracts at the above rates on 
the following facts: 


1. Increasing building costs were driving the public and prospective owners to 
abandon ideas of building—a matter of foremost importance to labor and 
contractors. 


2. These same increasing building costs in the Atlanta Area are seriously 
jeopardizing chances of inducing industries to build here and in the whole of 
North Georgia thus providing new jobs for labor, 


3. Contractors in the Atlanta Area are unable to secure adequate new work 
on a competitive bid basis to keep labor forces fully employed. 


4. Contractors in the Atlanta area using union labor are finding it impossible to compete, 
even in nearby surrounding territory, against contractors using non-union labor at con- 
siderably less than the union wages now being paid. 


- 5. When a contractor enters into a contract with an owner, the competitive bid price 
is based on prevailing wage rates and once a contract is entered into the contractor cannot 
increase the installment payments required from the owner as the construction progresses 
any more so than a member of any craft would stand for an increase in the installment pay- 
wo my after he had entered into a contract to purchase a home, automobile, or other equip- 
mént. 


6. Union labor is unemployed in goodly numbers in the industry, even at present wage 


7. Wages in the area are above the average in Southern cities. 
8. The cost of living has dropped in the past several months. 


9. With the economy of the United States. and Atlanta, in a “leveling off’ stage, con- 
tractors asked the union’s co-operation in preventing further construction recession by re- 
newing their agreements at present wage rates. 


10, Union representatives were asked prior to contract expiration date to present the em- 
ployer’s reasoning to their members in the same fair spirit in which it had been arrived 
at and offered. It was confidently felt that union members would understand the employers 
distress over conditions and agree to the renewal of agreements at present wages. 


11, That if such agreements are renewed more people could be kept employed for a longer 
period of time. 


12. That no one recovers the losses sustained during a work stoppage. 


On July 1 members of six unions: the Ironworkers, Operating Engineers, Cement Fin- 
ishers, Laborers, Plumbers and Steamfitters and Asbestos Workers did not report to work, 
neither did they notify employers they were on strike. ; 

Any statements to the effect that union officials even approached the contractors, prior 
to July 12, in an effort to reach a settlement are without foundation, with the exception of 
one craft. The first meeting since the work stoppage with the Contractors was requested by 
the Union officials on July 12 and the meeting was held on that date. Union representa- 
tives were given more detailed explanations of the above facts and requests were again 
made that they accept the same contracts without further loss of time to their membership. 

The jobs of the striking men are ready and waiting for them to return to at their 
regular wage rates. It is felt that if the various unio take a secret vote the members 
would vote to return to work. 

Contractors think the public is entitled to know these true facts and the efforts being 
made on the vart of Contractors to keep their building costs within reason and provide work 
for Construction Workers. — og 

Contractors believe that when the rafik.and filé of the members of the various unions 
realize that no malice is held toward them, and that their welfare is uppermost in the 
minds of their employers, they will demand the right to return to their jobs at the same 
wages and thereby make use of the Construction jobs available to earn a livelihood for 
themselves, wives and children.

Lightning takes the path of 
least resistance and is most 
likely to hit the highest conduc- 
tor in the region. 


A lone man standing in the mid- 
die of a corn field or golf course 
or sitting in a small boat in the 
center of a lake, may be just 
as formidable a target, particu- 
larly when he represents the 
highest point in a given area. 

Seeking protection under a tree 
is just as dangerous. The elec- 
tricity strikes the top branches 
and after the bolt reaches the 
base, it runs along the ground 
and hits anything in its path, 
In contrast, standing in the cen- 
ter of a forest is safe because 
when lightning. strikes, the 
chances of being under the se- 
lected tree are lessened. 


The safest place is inside a 
building with all doors and win- 
dows shut.

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Court Allows 
Disability, 
Jobless Pay 


A totally disabled workman 
can légally draw both workman’s 
compensation and unemployment 
compensation, the Georgia Court 
of Appeals said Wednesday. 

The court affirmed a decision 
of the Fulton Superior Court up- 
holding an award of workmen’s 
compensation to Louis J. Pioada, 
who injured his back while em- | 
ployed by the America-La France 
Formite Corp. | 

The appellate court said that, | 
while employed primarily for) 
clerical work, he was required! 
to do manual labor which caused 
his injury. Because of the in- 
jury he was totally incapacitated 
for manual labor and resigned 
his job because he could not get 
satisfactory assurance that he 
would not still be required to 
do manual labor. 

For that reason, the court 
said, he was totally incapacitated 
within the meaning of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act and was 
not barred by the fact that he 
also was drawing unemployment 
compensation, 

The court said of workmen’s 
compensation and unemployment 
compensation laws ‘‘each seeks 
the beneficent purpose of insur- 
ing the worker from economic 
insecurity and the two seek to 
remedy insecurity stemming 
from two different sources.’’ 

It added that a worker draw- 
ing temporary compensation for 
partial disability is disqualified 
to receive unemployment insur- 
ance. There is no _ prohibition 
against a worker who is re- 
ceiving compensation for total 
disability also drawing unemploy- 
ment compensation. 


Polio Epidemic 
Declared ia 


Ft. Lauderdale 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fia., 
July 14 (#—The Florida State 
Board of Health today declared 
the northwest section of Fort 
Lauderdale a polio epidemic area 
and rushed in 10,000 cubic centi- 
meters of gamma globulin. 

Dr. Paul Hughes, county health 
director, said he would begin 
giving gamma globulin shots to 
all prégnant women in the area 
and to children up to 15 years 
of age starting at 8 a.m. (EST) 
tomorrow. 

Dr. Hughes pointed out that an 
area is considered epidemic when 
more than 30 cases per 100,000 
population are reported in one 
month. 

He said that in the northwest 
section, with a population of 
about 10,000, a total of 20 cases 
had been reported in the past 
month. 

The number of polio cases in 
the county reached 64 yesterday

Act Changes 


Changes in the Federal Unem- 
ployment Compensation Act which 
would result in a $50,000,000 re- 
fund to Georgia businesses was 
urged Wednesday by J. E. B. 
Siewart, candidate for state labor 
commissioner. 

In a letter to each of Georgia's 
10 representatives and two sena- 
tors, Stewart said that this state's 
credit in the unemployment com- 
pensation trust fund was in ex- 
cess of $140.000,000. 

‘‘I am told by reliable insurance 
men that $90,000,000 is all that is 
necessary as a reserve to take 
care of any foreseeable emer- 
gency in employment,” his letter 
said, 

The candidate also suggested a 
third reduction in the employer 


unemployment tax of 3 per cent.

Requires ‘Grit’ 


There’s simply no telling to what extent we're the product 
of our environment. Up there in the mountains I read Mr. Henry 
David Thoreau’s book ‘‘Walden’’ and became a disciple. I set 
the hammock in motion, kicked off my tennis shoes, juggled my 
first cup of coffee into sipping but not spilling position and read. 
Everything he said made a remarkable lot of sense to me. 

Simplify! Simplify! said Mr. Thoreau. He went off into the 
woods, built himself a $28 house and lived two years on plain, 
cheap food, most of which he raised himself or caught in 
Walden Pond, putting in a total of only six weeks labor. The rest 
of the time he was free ta study, to write, to think. 

He spoke of the ‘quiet desperation’ of striving and getting, 
the luxury of one class being counterbalanced by the indigence 
of the other and then he set up and knocked down one at a time 
all thé popular delusions about food, clothing and “shelter. I 
gloated over every golden word. 


“Shall the respectable citizen thus gravely teach, by precept 
and example, the necessity of the young man’s providing a cer- 
tain number of glow-shoes and umbrellas and empty guest cham- 
bers for empty guests, before he dies?’’ inquired the ac id Mr. 
Thoreau. “Why should not our furniture be as simple as the 
Arab’s or the Indian's? When I think of the benefactors of the 
race, bearers of divine gifts to man, I do not see in my mind 
any retinue at their heels, any carioad of fashionable furniture.”’ 


He charged it is “‘the luxurious and dissipated who set the 
fashions which the herd so diligently follow.”’ He said he wanted 
no curtains in his house “‘for I have no gazers to shut out but the 
sun and moon and I am willing that they should look in.”’ A lady 
once offered him a mat but he declined ‘‘as I had no room to 
spare within the house, nor time to spare within or without to 
shake it preferring to wipe my feet on the sod before 
my door. It is best to avoid the beginnings of evil.”’ 

He had three pieces of limestone on his desk but “I was 
terrified to find that they required to be dusted daily, when the 
furniture of my mind was all undusted still, and I threw them out 
the window in disgust.” 

What he had to say about clothes was sweet music to my. ears. 
“It is desirable that a man be clad so simply that he can lay 
hands on himself in the dark, and that he live in all respects 
so compactly and preparediy that, if an enemy takes the town, 
he can, like the old philosopher, walk out the gate empty-handed 
without anxiety.’’ 


It was all fine stuff and I watched the sun slip in through 
the notch in the hills and dispel the mist. I listened to the creek 
and watched a little bird, as bright blue as the enameled one my 
grandmother used to wear on a pin, sway on a laurel bush and 
sing to himself. There wasn’t anything I didn’t have I wanted, I 
decided. Nothing material enticed me at all. 


Mr. Thoreau had himself a disciple, all right. I would come 
home and sweep my life clean of gee-gaws ard knickknacks. I 
might even, I decided rashly, give up coffee and meat. 

That was fine in that place. But then I came back to town 
and a friend invited me to lunch in a department store, which 
necessitated my , wandering through many glittering aisles of 
clothes and household goods. I stopped without volition before 
an array of Mexican glass and then before the copper pans. I 
looked at big fat wax candles and I stumbled and faltered before 
a counter of linen blouses. I noted a sale of wool for winter 


sweaters and then a sale of books and . oh, lordy, I was 
lost! I wanted every single thing I saw. 
So upset was I by such conflict between me and Mr. Thoreau 


I ordered the 20-cent dessert without even noticing! The only 
thing that comforts me when I reflect on my weakness and 
Mr. Thoreau’s strength is the knowledge that although he had, 
as he wrote, ‘traveled much in Concord,”’ they probably didn't 


have as tempting department stores in Concord as Atlanta has.

A heavy downpour Wednesday night. washed up some late 
pitching changes for the 16th annual Southern Association All- 
Star game Thursday night at Ponce de Park. 

Leo Cristante wili serve up the 8:30 pitch for host Atlanta, 
which will be attempting to make it five straight over the Stars. 
Chunky Bill Harris, who leads the circuit in shutouts with four, 
will oppose the Cracker ace. 

Actually, Cristante and Harris merely delayed their duel 
for one night. They were scheduled to start Wednesday, but the 
Atlanta-Mobile game was postponed. 

Manager Whitlow Wyatt, who had Yiamed his relief specialist, 
Don McMahon, as the Cracker starter immediately switched to 
Cristante. And Star Manager Hugh Poland, casting about for a 
rested flinger, pounced on Harris as his choice. 

If the weather hadn't made the Mobile right-hander avail- 
able, Poland would not have had a logical starter. The rest of 
his six hurlers had pitchéf within the past three days.

Down the Birmingham bench a few feet was a player just ob- 
serving renewed freedom as a player. Pat McGlothlin, a 3l-year- 
old veteran of the Brooklyn chain—he and Paul Minner worked 
that 21-inning tie for Mobile against the Crackers in ’46—stayed at 
home this season to manage Knoxville, a Tri-State League mem- 
ber. He was released a few weeks ago. 

“And Virgil Stalicup was released by Anderson, and Sam 
Lamitina was released by: Rock Hill, and George Bradshaw 
was released by Greenville. It has been a hard season on 
managers in the Tri-State League,’’ the tall, gaunt McGloth- 
lin said as his Adam’s apple ran up and down his throat. 

‘‘But I’m not mad at baseball because I got fired. In the first 
place, I took the job so I could be in Knoxville while I was hav- 
ing a new house built. My arm bothered me and I couldn't pitch 
as much as I should. We were in third place, but they had to do 
something to stir up interest. They were nice about it, though. 

“IT got no gripes with baseball. It has been good to me. It has 
paid for my house and a new automobile. No, there’s no security 
in it. I’ve always said that when it finally got to the point I 
couldn’t make more in baseball than in some other business, I'd 
get out. 

‘I’m not snake-bit. I'll go back to managing when I’m through 
pitching, managing with all its insecurity, one season in Pampa, 
the next in Wenatchee, and the next in Grand Forks. You sure 
learn a lot about geography.”’

you can see the bottom of old Okie, it’s so clear 
and almost blue. The Montgomery Lakes, 
named after the old south Georgia family which 
used to own this property on the north bank 
of the Ocmulgee, are unfed potholes now. 

We had to haul the river boat in on a 
trailer and drag it about 100 yards to the 
lakes, which were not connected because of 
the drought. Then we dragged the boat from 
one of the two lakes to the other and from that 
one into the Ocmulgee about 250 feet away. 

The lakes are covered with live scum and 
many insects like a dusty tabletop and huge 
Snags and cypress knees dot them. 

And the bass, bream and jack are still 
there, occasionally marring the dusty surface 
with a strike. They struck short at our lures, 
and the big ones apparently had read Field and 
Stream, and didn’t want to repeat the folly of 
their ancestor—Perry’s 1932 record breaker in 


I saw the one that it must have been and 
cast there, knowing that the water must have 
been several feet higher in 1932. But I didn’t 
get a swirl. The bass are probably away from 
that spot out of pure reverence, or sense of 
self-preservation. 

We stayed in the two lakes—about 15 acres 
in all now at such low water—for about two 


hours, missing several strikes. Sharp-eyed 
friend Walker, who's known throughout the 
county as the number one turkey stalker, 


pointed out two beds, swarming with the huge 
Ocmulgee ‘‘copperhead’’ breem which looked 
like two-pounders, but which he said would go 
‘a little over a pound.” 

We had nothing to offer the angry bedders, 
traveling fairly light, so we dragged the boat 
into the Ocmulgee and left the cypress walls
